BEFORE DR. KISSINGER'S last 
shuttle in March, Prime Minister 
Rabin warned that failure to 
achieve an interim agreement 
with Egypt could close a chapter 
in post-October War diplomacy 
and open a new period of 
political uncertainty and military 
tension. The shuttle failed, but the 
chapter romains open. 

The reason is clear: the United 
States, Egypt and Isract all un- 
derstand that their interests con- 
verge on the question of an in- 
terlm agreement. Despite the 
failure to achieve agreement in 
March and despite the warnings 
in Washington and Cairo that 
further failure would lead to a 
Geneva conference secking an all- 
in-one bite resolution of the Arab- 
Israel conflict, all Parties con- 
tinue to belleve that a partial 
agreement is the only genuine op- 
tion. For Genova, where tho 
Arabs would press for total 
withdrawal without total Peace, 
and Inracl for total peace without 
total withdrawal, Is a prescription 
for deadlock. It would pit Taracl 
against a common Arab front, 
with war lurking in the winga 
which neither Jarae! nor President 
Sadat want.

THE DANGER OF 


THREE CORNERED TALKS 


An interim agreement between Israel an

dangers, says ERWIN FRENKEL. For Israel might be tempted to give Egypt 
too much to please the U.S., and the U.S. give Israel too little to please the Arabs. 


Isracl’s long-term interests, it is 
argued. Thus, according to this 
Kisslingerian conception, Isracl is 
short-sighted when it measures 
the elements of an interim agree: 
ment in narrow and immodiate 
terms. The immediate risks 
should be set off against the better 
prospects which lle in store. 

Even hawkish sceptics in Israel 
do not doubt that President Sadat 
would like to adopt such a present 
course, whatever fts ultimate 
alm, nor presumably do the 
Americans doubt that Israel too

ONE COULD NOT help noticing 
how much more poky the in- 
dustrialists’ main office in Tel 
Aviv's Montefiore Street is than 
the sumptuous headquarters of 
the organized lahour movement in 
Arlosoroff Street.

In a modern 
high-consumption, full- 
employment society, the edges 
between the social classes get 
blurred. 

T asked about the slowdown in 
Investments.

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IN THE AGE of conventence 
packaging, few items have scored 
ἃ greater success In the 
marketplace than aerosol sprays. 
The phenomenal growth of the 
aerosol industry began in the ear- 
ly 1960s, when chemists at E.1. du 
Pont de Nemours & Company hit 
upon an ideal propellant—a mix- 
ture of two gases that could be 
confined under low pressure in 
tin-plate or aluminium cans—and 
Robert H. Abplanalp invented a 
mass-producible plastic-and 
metal valve that could dispense 
the contents of the cans at the 
touch of a fingertip. 

Cheap, lightweight canisters 
soon supplanted the cumbersome 
and expensive steel containers 
that had housed aerosol sprays 
since the Second World War, and 
from then on the proliferation of 
aerosols proceeded at an incredi- 
ble rate. 

Tn 1847, four and a half million 
cans of the old-style aerosols 
~+malnly insecticides—were 
manufactured and sold. By 1954, 
the annual production of aerosols 
had jumped to 188m. cans—i00m. 
of them being more or leas equally 
divided between Inaecticides and 
shaving lathers. 

In 1858, the production of 
aerosols soared past the 600m. 
mark, with hair sprays taking 
over as the leading item. And in 
1968, when 2.3b. aerosols were 
turned out, the total of a decade 
before was nearly equalled by the 
production of hair sprays alone. 

By 1970, practically every 
product that was conceivably 
sSprayable aither had been 
packaged or was being considered 
for packaging in aerosol! form. As 
a result, more than 800 different 
uses have been devised for 
acrosojs, which dispense 
everything from baby powder, 
slip preventive for bathtubs, 
breath sweeteners, and cheese 
spreads to cooking-pan coatings, 
nasal sprays, oven cleaners, rug 
shampoo, shoe polish, telephone 
disinfectant, waxes, weed killers, 
and whipped-cream substitutes. 

With the exception of a few 
failures, among them tooth-paste 
and chocolate syrup, most of the 
new aerosol products—lavishly 
advertised and imaginatively 
marketed—have galned wide 
acceptance by the public. Today, 
with personal products such as 
deodorants, hair sprays, and 
shaving lathers accounting for 50 
per cent of the take, aerosols area 
$36b.-a-year industry in the 
United States.

When Lovelock subsequently 
took air samples from shipboard 
in the North and South Atlantic, in 
1971, he discovered that 
trichloromonofluoromethane had 
pervaded the entire 
troposphere—the six-to-ten-mile- 
high portion of the atmosphere 
that Hes between the earth and the 
stratosphere. 

At the time, he found no cause 
for alarm in his observations, for 
the simple reason that both gas- 
es—closely related compounds of 
chlorine, fluorine and carbon, 
which are marketed by du Pont, 
their chief manufacturer, under 
the trade name of Freon—were 
known to be chemically inert. In 
fact, it was their chemical in- 
ertness that, together with a high 
volatility, had made them !deal as 
8} aerosol propellant, which must 
vaporize at room temperature 
and not react with any of the in- 
gredients it is designed to propel. 
As a result, Lovelock and other in- 
vestigators at first regarded the 
omnipresence of chlorofluorocar- 
bons in the troposphere as a 
harmless and potentially valuable 
tool for tracing alr movement and 
wind direction. : 


THE ASSUMPTION that 
chlorofluorocarbons would be In- 
nocuous in the environment 
because they were chemicully in- 
ert might have gone unchallenged 
for some time if it had not been for 
Professor F, Sherwood Rowland, 
a member of the Department of 
Chemistry of the University of 
California at Irvine, who was a 
specialist in the chemistry of 
radioactive isotopes. 

Upon hearing that Lovelock 
had found chlorofluorocarbons to 
be everywhere In the troposphere, 
Rowland began to wonder where 
they were golng and what would 
become of them. Since there 
appeared to be no particular 
urgency about the matter, he 
pondered it off and on for more 
than a year. Then, in the summer 
of 1873, he requested and received 
permission to investigate it from 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
which had supported his work 
since 1956,

Thus, they presumed that the 
several miilion tons of 
chlorofluorocarbens estimated to 
be flonting about in the 
troposphere would survive long 
enough to rise into the 
stratosphere. 

Rowland and Molina were 
awire that the upward diffusion of 
ehlovofluorocarbons. as of any 
#28 not lighter than air- -would be 
very slow; Iu fuct, after com- 
Pleling their next set of 
calculations they were able to 685- 
timate that the average molecule 
of chloroflucroearben would 
wander aimlessly, rising and fall- 
ing between troposphere and 
stratosphere in the manner of ἃ 
yo-yo, for between 40 and 150 
years before It encountered short- 
wavelength ultraviolet light and 
decomposed. 

They also estimated that by this 
time, if chlorofluorocarbons con- 
tinued to be manufactured and 
used as propellants and 
refrigerants at the 1072 worldwide 
rate of almost a million tons 4 
year, the several million tons of 
the compounds pervading the 
troposphere would Increase to 
nearly 100m. tons, and the decom- 
position of chlorofluorocarbons in 
the stratosphere would Increast 
correspondingly.

Uneasy at finding that a single 
atom of chlorine was capable of 
such destruction, Rowland and 
Molina returned to thelr earlier 
calculation that nearly 100m. tons 
of chlorofluorocarbons could be 
expected to bulld up in the 
troposphere within the next cen- 
tury or so, and estimated that 
enough chloroftuorocarbon 
molecules would thereafter be 
decomposed annually tn the 
stratospheric sink to unleash 
600,000 tons of chlorine atoms. 

Chlorine in this amount, they 
concluded, was sufficient to 
roughly double the depletion of 
ozone known to occur naturally 
each year, chiefly Lhrough a 
catalytic chain reaction initiated 
by oxides of nitrogen released into 
the stratosphere an a result of 
bactorial action in the ocean and 
In the soll. The chlorine would 
thus bring about ἃ situation in 
which ozone would be destroyed 
Much faster than under normal 
conditions. 

At the time Rowland and 
Molina reached this con- 
clusion—it was a few days before 
Christmas—they had no easy way 
of determining exactly how much 
of the ozone layer might eventual- 
ly bo destroyed. However, εἰ rough 
calculation lod them to estimate 
that a loss of from 20 to 40 per cent 
pas within the realm of poasibill- 
y.

Prospect, to say the least, slnce 
the work of previous investigators 
had demongirated that auch a 
reduction would cause a lremen- 
dous incrense In the kind of solar 
radiation known to be most 
detrimental to Plant and animal 
colls. Rowland and Molina thus 
came to the further chilling con- 
clusion that 1 chlorofluoracarbon 
propellants and refrigerants con- 
tinued to be used at present rates, 
chlorine might one day take over 
chemical control of the 
atralosphere, with consequences 
that could concelvably disrupt, if 
not destroy, the blological 
. 8ystema of ihe earth. 
Moreover, they realized that 
. even if the use of the two gases 
Were to cease at once, destruction 
of part of the ozone layer—though 
the full effect would not actually 
be felt for a decade or two—was 
foreordained by the fact that the 
- chiorofluorocarbons already in 
_the troposphere were inexorably 
Seeping up Into the stratosphere. 
In effect, they had discovered a 
Planetary time bomb,

Dr. Johnaton not only confirmed 
their conclusion that large 
amounts of ozone could be 
destroyed through a chain reac- 
lion Initiated by tiny amounts of 
chlorine but also informed them 
that similar theories had recently 
been worked out by several 
different groups of atmospherle 
scientists who were conducting 
research for the Department of 
Transportation's Climatic Impact 
Assessment Programme — a 
three-year, $20m. study that had 
been set up In 1971 to investigate 
the effects of nitrogen-oxide and 
sulfur-dioxide emissions from the 
SSTs. 

According to Johnston, these 
scientists had undertaken to ex- 
amine the potential role of 
chlorine in the stratosphere 
hecause they were aware that the 
use of ammonium perchlorate in 
the fuel of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s proposed space 
shuttle would result in the release 
of hydrogen chloride from Its ex- 
haust. But they knew of no ex: 
istIng major sources of chlorine in 
the stratosphere, and so they had 
not considered their findings im- 
mediately important. 


THE IRONY of this was heighten- 
ed when Johnston told Rowland 
and Molina that recenl work in 
Kngland had indicated that the 
chain reaction triggored by free 
chlorine atoms could destroy 
ozone six times 85 efficiontly as 
the one initiated by nitrogen ox- 
idea, 

Au might be expected, Rowland 
and Molina came away from their 
meeting with Johnston fully con- 
vineed of Lhe magnitude and 
urgency of the problem they had 
uncovered, and of the necessity of 
publishing their data as quickly as 
possible. 

During the first week of 
January, 1014, Rowland wrote an 
article describing their findings 
and sent It off to Nature, the inter- 
national scientific journal, which 
ig published In England. For the 
next eight months, the dissemina- 
tlon of their theory about the 
calamitous effect of 
chlorofiuorocarbona upon ozone 
seemed to rival the slowness with 
which the gases themselves were 
diffusing upward into the 
stratosphere. 

To begin with, the editors of 
Nature were obliged to wait untll 
the data had been evaluated by 
referees, and therefore did not get 
around to publishing the article 
until June 28. A press release bas- 
ed on the article was sent out by 
the public-information office of 
the University of California at Ir- 
vine, and waa picked up by the Los 
Angeles “Times,” the San Fran-| | 
elsco: Examiner," and several 
other California newspapers. 


‘Unaccountably, however, though 


the release was sent to the Los 
Angeles bureaus of the “New 
York Times," the -"'Wall Street

Monitor,'' the ‘National 
Observer,’ ‘‘Time,’' and 
“Newsweek,” the story did not ap- 
jear-in any of thoae publications.

$48,000 nowadays would not cover 
the money spent in tips by some of 
larael's super-magnates, Still, in 
those days, a dollar, capectally a 
Canadian one, had immense 
purchasing power, And, as 
already indleated, the Arab seller 
no doubt thought that he was do- 
Ing very well, getting the 
Jews to pay hard cash for the 
privilege of getting malaria. 

In her brilliant book on Kfar 
Vitkin, ‘Differentiatlon and Co- 
operation,” Dr. Elaine Baldwin 
has described the troublos of the 
early settlers. Some of these were 
caused by mosquitoes, most of 
them by men. It is both amusing 
and tragic to hear of the bitter in- 
ternecine combat between 
socialist political groups, about 
which movement should get the 
land, not te mention the 
religious settlement movement 
interposing [8 claim. Many 
idealists abandoned their ploneer- 
ing dreams in despair while the 
political struggle went on. 

Eventually, in November, 1929, 


after all the ideological and

TODAY, the bad times are hard to 
visualize; Emek Hefer 1s one of 
the lushest and most fertile areas 
in Israel.

As Is my custom, I did some in- 
vestigation of this on my own, and 
went to someone whom I consider 
one of the top carpet dealers In the 
country, ‘‘Asher’’ of Carpet 
Bazaar at 184 and 190, Rehov 
Dizengoff, Tel Aviv. 

Asher, whose deep love of 
traditional Persian carpets [5 ob- 
vious to all who meet him, says 
that Keshet mechanical cleaning 
is quite all right for machine- 
made carpets — but not for the 
real, hand-made Persian and 
Chinese rugs. 

He makes an analogy with doce- 
tors und patients. Just as a doc- 
tor must give his patient in- 
dividual eare depending on his 
particular makeup and !]Inesa, so 
each Persian or Chinese carpet 
muat he treated ag an individual."' 

There are countless types of 
Persinn and Chinese carpets, with 
very different problema of colour 
dyes, types of wool and silk, and 
so forth. Only someone who lives 
and breathes Persian carpets ag 
his  full-ttme occupation ts 
qualified to clean and repair 
them, Asher feels, and he docs not 
think that an all-purpose firm 
such as Keshet can have the 
necessary expertise for Persian 


Ι and Chinese carpet care. 


Nor can any mechanical 
process he suited for thelr clean- 
ing — whether in Germany or in 
Israel. 

“If a particular carpet has a 
weak spot anywhere, it cannot be 
put through a machine-washing 
process which givca cqual 
presaure to all areas of the 
carpet," he argues. Most Persian 
carpets in Isracli homes are old 
“problematic” ones, he insists. 

The most authentic way of 
cleaning a Persian carpet, he told 
me, ἰ5 to put it In a flowing river 
and then dry it in the sun. The 
Persian-carpet cleaning 
processes of which Asher ap- 
proves in Israe) 46 not quite do 
this, but they do — In his opinion 
— afford individual care. The 
carpets are washed by hand, with 
the aid of water-hoacs. They are 


sun-dried, which he says is very 
important for the preservation of 
the colours. 

The best scason for cleaning 
Persian rugs is summer, when the 
sun is strongest, and Asher says 
that there are some types of 
carpet with a lot of white In them 
which he will aceept for cleaning 
only In August. He sends must of 
his cleaning and refreshing work 
to n plant In Netanya, which he 
elaims is capable even of “re- 
atparating'’ colours which have 
faded together through impruper 
mechanical attention. 

Because of the individual cx- 
amination and care he says he 
gives to each and every carpet, 
Asher cannot quote fixed prices in 
terms of square metres. Bul he 
says his prices for cleaning are na 
more, and probably less, than 
Keshet's. Nor is there any limit to 
the valuc of a carpet which he 
guarantees aguinat joss or 
damage, he says: Both his shop 
and the clenning pliant with which 
he works, carry sufficient In- 
surance to cover any possible 
claima, 

Another important factor, ac- 
cording to Asher, is that he 
employs husky young men who 
pick up the carpets at the 
euslomer's hame, move the fur: 
niture if necessary, and re-lay the 
carpets when they bring them 
back. He often loans people rugs 
from his own stock so that their 
homes don't look bare while thelr 
own arc being cleaned. 

Asher does not agree that 
carpets should be washed an 
average of once a year. Agaln, it 
is very individual. and 
sometimes, he says, he advises a 
potential customer nal to have the 
rug cleaned just yet. 

“Tam not so concerned with the 
superficial dirt as with the 
humidity inside the carpet. The 
real enemy of Persian and 
Chinese carpets is dampness," he 
says. “1 would rather sec a few 
grains of anand remain in a carpel 
than have It ruined hy excessive 
cleaning." 

The climate of Tel Aviv is par- 
teularly had for Persian rugs. 
Asher observes. The dryer areas 
of Tsracl are somewhat easier on 
them. The main thing, he feels, [a 
proper guidance and care by peo- 
ple whoa have a tradition of work- 
ing-with thls klnd of carpet.

"MONKEY" in Israc] Army slang 
is a soldier posted in a hidden 
Jook-out, most often a tree. Hillel 
Mittelpunkt's ‘The Monkey" at 
the Haifa Theatre [5 a play mainly 
about two soldicrs who saw their 
friend, the monkey, fall out of a 
tree, shot dead. The play is a 
nightmare, the very private night- 


τ mare of two sensitive young men, 


written and performed with 
tremendous intensity. The action 
takes place in an army rehabilita- 
tion and convalescent centre, 
where the two boya are trying to 
cope, each in his own way, with 
their traumas. 

Hanoch has chosen the easy 
way by escaping into amnesia, 
while Micky, the older, more ac- 
ive and energetic of the two, is 
making every effort to force him 
to return to reality, mainly 
because he docs not want to live 
alone with the memory of the 
“monkey” dropping hia gun, then 
starting to fall, fall, until he hit the 
ground. 

The institution is run by Dr. 
Odem, and the administrator is 
Deganya, a faded singer now Iiv- 
ing entirely in the past, in the 
memory of a successiun of lovers 
ahe had In the days of her 
glamour, Dr. Odem has been 
courting her through the years, 
tefusing to give up hope thal some 
day she will leave the past to 
become his alone. 


THE PLAY is thus built around 
lwo themes, the major one the 
story of the soldiers, the minor the 
of the two ageing lovers. 

And though the two do nal exaclly 
merge — one van even say that 
each goes Its Scparate way, mik- 
ing of “Tho Monkey" two plays 
Tolled into one - - they occasional- 
reflect each other, Ilke the 
mirrored reality In a play by 


Genet. One evening Micky puta on 
a show in which he reconstructs 
the last moments of hia friend's 
life, and then, going further back, 
the dead boy's entire life — the life 
of an average Israeli boy. Woven 
into this play within a play are 
scenes involving the generation of 
Odem and Deganya, as seen 
through the eyes of the young. 

“The Monkey" ig not a simple 
play; it's structure is complex and 
rather confusing, 
reality appearing side by side, 
with the dividing lines blurred. 
Young Hillel Mittelpunkt, whose 
recent “The Last Hope οἱ 
Nahmani Street" demonstrated 
his talent for humour and poetry, 
scemis here to have bitten off more 
than he can chew, ambition out- 
stripping his as yet meagre ex- 
perlence as a playwright. 

The new play contains some 
very good material and does not 
lack powerful scenes, but all this 
docs not add up to a well realized 
whole. I might say the same about 
the direction of Amnon Moskin, 
who has made a valiant attempt to 
keep the play from getting out of 
hand and the two actions from In- 
terfering with cach other. He has 
not quile succeeded, though in- 
dividual scenes are expressive, 
and the cast performs well under 
his command. 

It was encouraging to see a 
number of young faces I had 
never seen before, novices in ma- 
jor roles giving n good account of 
themselves — for example,

to bandits who annually come 
down from the hills to steal their 
harvest and rape their women, 
hire seven Samurai to defend 
them. The defence ia prepared, 
the bandits are engaged and 
defeated, and the surviving 
Samurai leave the farmers to 
their work. 

With a super-powered telephoto 
lens and multi-camera technique 
tall newly designed for this film), 
Kurosawa transports us from the 
sweeping view of solid masses on 
the move right into the midst of 
the finely-textured horrors of fall- 
Ing horses, driving rain, and 
clumping hoofbeats, and then 
back again to the gentle, rippling 
winds of springtime. 

The picture abounds with visual 
images as fine ΒΒ you are likely to 
see on the screen. There are 
moments of enchanting lyricism 
that are almost painful, Beauty 
and beastliness merge, as do good 
and bad in the motivations which 
determine the action. 

To the farmers, who are Insen- 
sitive, greedy, small-minded, but 
honest, hard-working, needy and, 
above all, human, the Samurai

1 have already referred In this 
column to Mr. Yadlin'a views 
about what TV news should cover, 
but, since he was given so good a 
chance to have his say un- 
challenged, it is worth while to go 
over It again. His complaint is 
that the newsroom should accen- 
tuate the positive and eliminate 
the negative: when reporters deal 
with school, they should show hap- 
py little tots by the million carry- 
ing apples to school to present to 
wise, amiling teachers, inatead of 
focusing our attention on scowl- 
ing parents on strike for ecom- 
pleted buildings and the tulfilment 
of promises made by the Ministry 
of Education, or teachers moun- 
ting thelr desks like barricades 
because the Ministry camputers 
have never been taught the 8 R's.

smaller Abel some of the informa- 
tlon she had gieaned from eating 
the fruit of that forbidden tree. 
Note that I qualify the above 
statement by saying ''I presume" 
It to be so — we have no record of 
any lessons being given to the 
young eastward of Eden, because, 
I suspect, the chronicler did not 
think these lessons hewsworthy. 
What did make the headlines was 
Cain's application of his 
knowledge to eliminate his 
brother. 

If Mr. Yadlin wants children 
going to school to get into the 
news, he should so organize things 
that almost every school in the 
country goes on strike — then any 
happy, contented children will be 
worth photographing.
